3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Buma et al. 
fail to show the arrangement of the pressure supply vessel means with respect to the 
directional valves enabling the first, second, third, and fourth lines to be blocked and 


unblocked tp according to the switching states of the directional valves as set forth in 
claim 2. The submission of the verified translation of the German foreign priority 
document overcomes the 103 rejections using the Folchert et al. reference. Finally, 
submission of the approved terminal disclaimer overcomes the double patenting 
rejection. Accordingly, the claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
